W ashington, April 21.—W ith a sur­ 
prising overturn of sentim ent at the 
last moment, the senate judiciary com­ 
m ittee voted today to report unfavor­ 
ably to the senate the nom ination of 
John J. P arker of N orth Carolina to 
be associate justice 
of 
th,e 
United 
States suprem e court. 
News 
of 
the 
com m ittee’s 
action 
reached the W hite House quickly, but 
it was announced no statem ent would 
be forthcom ing. It was learned, how 
ever, President Hoover was still de 
term ined not to w ithdraw the nomina 
tion. 
The vote was IO to 6 and indicated 
the 
senate 
would 
reject 
President 
Hoover’s nominee. 
Six of the ten republicans on the 
com m ittee refused to endorse the ad 
m inistration nominee on the final roll 
call which follows: 
For Parker, six: republicans (4) — 
Gillett, 
M assachusetts; 
W aterm an, 
Colorado; H astings, Delaware; 
and 
H erbert, Rhode Island. Dem ocrats (2) 
—Overman, N orth Carolina, and Ste­ 
phens, Mississippi. 
Against P arker (IO): republicans (6) 
—Borah, Idaho; Deneen, Illinois; Rob­ 
inson, 
Indiana; 
Blaine, 
W isconsin; 
Norris, Nebraska, and Steiwer, Ore­ 
gon. Democrats (4)—Ashurst, Arizona; 
W alsh, M ontana; Caraway, A rkansas, 
and Dill, W ashington. 
P rior to the vote on the nom ination 
itself, the com m ittee rejected the idea 
of republican leaders to call P arker 
here for a statem ent concerning the 
charges 
which 
have 
been 
lodged 
against him by union labor and negro 
organizations. 
A motion made by Sen. Overman, 
democrat, North Carolina, to invite the 
nominee, was rejected, IO to 4. 
The 
votes were taken in executive session 
after only 30 minutes’ discussion. 
W hen the com m ittee 
entered 
its 
rooms, the line-up indicated P arker 
would be called. 
It 
is 
understood 
President Hover favored such a course 
which also had 
been 
recommended 
privately to senate republican leaders 
by A ttorney General Mitchell. 
Backers of P ark er believed th a t if 
he should be 
invited the nominee 
could m ake a statem ent pacifying the 
opposition which had 
arisen 
am ong 
the farm and labor groups over the 
decision he endorsed as a m em ber of 
the circuit court of appeals 
of 
the 
fourth circuit in the Red Jacket Coal 
Company case.

ganization, by Grover Clark, Peiping 
publicist and famine relief 
commis­ 
sioner. 
Clark has just returned from China. 
where he toured the famine areas in 
the north and west. 
“I went into the worst famine sec­ 
tion of Shensi province, the Wei River 
valley, which normally 
is 
a 
great 
wheat country with a population of 
8.000.000. 
At least 2,000,000 died of 
starvation last year, I was informed 
by missionaries and others. 
Almost 
certainly another 2,000.000 would be 
dead before the spring harvests "

Chicago, April 21.—(HJR)—Two 
bul­ 
lets, probed from the bodies of three 
assassinated gangsters, w ent 
under 
the microscopes of 
Chicago’s 
crime 
laboratory today as the only evidence 
against an executioner, 
who 
single- 
handed put the three to death in an 
E aster m orning m assacre. 
The triple murders, com m itted 
in 
the Blue H our saloon which has been 
the scene of other gangland killings 
ranks next to the St. V alentine’s Day 
massacre, the Chicago crim e th at was 
heard around the world, in point of 
num bers dead. 
None of yesterday’s victim s lived to 
tell about the m urders 
ju st 
before 
dawn as priests in a Catholic church 
a block aw ay I prepared for E aster 
worshippers. 
W alter Wakefield, 29 
part ow ner of the saloon; F ran k Del 
ray, 33, the other owner, and Joseph 
Special, a w aiter, were the victims of 
the lone assassin’s unerring aim. 
In searching for a motive behind 
the m urders, police were inclined to 
blame “Scarface Al’s” bid to control 
the labor unions, reported to 
have 
been started with considerable sue 
cess. 
Capone was to take over the bread 
crackers, yeast and pie wagon drivers 
union through the efforts of 
W ake­ 
field, according to a witness the police 
found. This witness said the attem pt 
failed and th at an official w as heard 
to say that Wakefield would “be found 
dead in an alley.” 
From position of the 
bodies 
and 
other evidence, Capt. W illiam Staple 
ton pieced together the story of the 
m assacre today and told it this way: 
Wakefield was counting the night’s 
receipts after the 
doors 
had 
been 
locked. 
The killer, D elray and Spe­ 
cial were the only others in the saloon 
after a big night’s business. 
The killer, apparently 
w ithout 
a 
word of warning, shot Wakefield in 
the back of the head and the saloon 
keeper toppled across his neatly-piled 
stacks of bills. 
Special, who had been in the back­ 
room, was unarm ed and trapped but 
opened his pocket knife, 
seized 
a 
plaster cast of a saint and started 
toward the killer. He was shot in the 
arm and fell. 
Delray ^in the m eantim e had fled 
toward the door and was shot in the 
back of the head as he vaulted a cigar 
case. He fell dead behind the case. 
The assassin turned again on Spe­ 
cial and shot him three more times 
as he lay wounded on the floor. 
His 
m urders done, the assassin fled in a 
black sedan just as 
Jam es 
Canino, 
who lives above the saloon came in 
sight. 
Several squads of police arrived in 
time to see Special die but he could 
not talk and probably wouldn't have 
for gangsters die silently.

A typhoon, of terrific force, swept 
Leyte Sam ar on Good Friday and left 
desolation in its wake. The convent 
of Tolosa was totally 
destroyed 
as 
w ere municipal buildings 
at 
Dulag. 
So terrific was the force of 
the 
ty­ 
phoon than a concrete 
school 
and 
theater com prising the 
puericulture 
center of Dulag was blown down. 
Sim ilar devastation occurred at Palo 
B urnan, Carigar, Tacklobin and m any 
other villages. 
Communication lines were disrupted 
and provincial roads closed by flood 
w aters. 
Cocoanut 
and 
hemp 
plantations 
were laid in ruins. 
W ith thousands homeless as the re­ 
sult of the typhoon and some 12,000 
homeless on Negroes Island as a re 
suit of a disastrous fire 
there 
last 
week the greatest need at present 
food. 


M anila, P. I., April 21.—N inety per 
cent of the population of the province 
of Leyte was homeless today, after 
the devastating typhoon which swept 
the land yesterday. 
Two persons were known to 
have 
perished in the high winds which de­ 
molished property over a wide area 
It was feared that, with the restora­ 
tion of communications, disrupted by 
the storm , the death toll will be higher 
Thirteen towns were in ruins, and 
thousands of cocoanut trees were up 
rooted by the force of the gale. 
Governor De La Cruz has asked the 
Red Cross to aid in the work of sup­ 
plying food and clothing to the hund­ 
reds of natives who lost all their be­ 
longings. 
The storm was the 
second 
catas­ 
trophe .within a week, a fire at Sagay 
and Fabrica having razed the latter 
and 
rendered 
thousands 
homeless 
last week.

today by Col. Charles A. Lnidbergh 
and the young wife he taught to fly 
.scarcely a few months ago. 
Each helping the other to success, 
they safely ended the fastest trip ever 
made across the United 
States 
last 
night when they brought their Lock­ 
heed 
Surius 
monoplane 
down 
on 
Roosevelt Field and learned they had 
beaten the existing cross-country rec­ 
ord by almost three hours. 
The wheels of the powerful, stream­ 
lined 
ship 
touched the ground 
at 
11:11:52 P. M. EST., exactly 14 hours, 
45 minutes and 32 seconds after they 
had left Glendale, Cal., to explore a 
new trans-continental airway along 
the upper altitudes which Lindbergh 
believes will become the path of fu­ 
ture and speedier transport service. 
It was this object, rather than any 
desire to break the speed record of 
Capt. Frank M. Hawks, that he had 
in mind from the start, and he was 
careful to point out that he had not 
eclipsed his fellow flier’s achievement. 
Captain Hawks’ mark of 17 hours 
and 43 minutes is 
for 
a 
non-stop 
flight. The Lindberghs said they might 
have taken that long, or 
longer, 
if 
they had not stopped once en route 
at Wichita, Kans., for additional gaso­ 
line so that they would not need,, to 
throttle their motor.

Platoon May Be Formed This Year at 
Camp at Brainerd and 
County Boys 
Captain R o b eh G. Cousley, 
a d ju ­ 
ta n t general of the 88th Division, will 
speak before the 
A m erican 
Legion 
and all interested at a public m eeting 
this evening in the Iron E xchange 
Hall. 
He will take for his topic: “Op­ 
portunities of th e Am erican Legion 
w ith the C. M. T. C.” 
Captain Cousley, who will also ad ­ 
dress the R otary Club tom orrow noon, 
m ade the following statem ent on his 
arrival in B rainerd today: 
“I think the C. M. T. C. offers a big 
opportunity to a wonderful patriotic 
organization like the Am erican Le­ 
gion for real constructive service to 
this country. 
The training th a t these 
boys receive in the various cam ps of 
the C. M. T. C. is directly along the 
lines of all the objectives and ideals 
of the Am erican Legion. 
“There will be about 40,000 young 
A m ericans between the ages of 17 and 
24 enrolled in the cam ps throughout 
the country this sum m er. M innesota’s 
quota of this num ber is 1,313. 
These 
m en will be trained at Ft. Snelling. 
A t noon last S aturday M innesota had 
secured 830 of this quota. The tim e 
getting short and if any boys in this 
vicinity care to attend the cam p this 
sum m er their applications signed 
their parents m ust be mailed in to the 
headquarters of the 88th Division, 835 
P alace Building, Minneapolis. 
“The cam p will be held from August 
I to A ugust 30.

The Agricultural Marketing Act and the Farm Hoard 


Now that the Minneapolis Chamber of Commerce has 
Ismnched. aa attack on the Federal Farm Board and the agricul­ 
tural marketing act, it behooves many of us to see what the Farm 
Board is authorized to do and an article by W. E!. Rumble in the 
Co-Operative Shipper of April is most enlightening. Mr. Rumble 
is. one of the leading attorneys of the Northwest and has for many 
years handled the legal work for the Twin Cities Milk Producers’ 
Association, the Land O’ Lakes Creameries Association and the 
Central Co-Operative Association. 
In the course of an address delivered at the annual meeting 
of the Land O’ Lakes Creameries Association, he said that in 
June, 1929, Congress enacted the so-called Agricultural Market­ 
ing act and in that act Congress declared its policy to promote ef­ 
fective merchandising of agricultural commodities so that agr!- J 
culture would be placed on a basis of economic equality with other 
industries, and to that end to stabilize markets for agricultural 
commodities by reducing speculation, ^eventing wasteful meth- - 
ods of distribution, encouraging the organization of effective co- i 
operative associations by whom farm products could be marketed, 
and by financing such associations and! by aiding in preventing and 
controlling surpluses in agricultural commodities. 
In order to accomplish these things the act created a board 
to be known as the Federal Farm Board, to consist of eight mem­ 
bers to be appointed by the President, and of which the Secretary 
of Agriculture of the United States should be an ex-officio member. 
The act also required the Farm Board to invite co-operative 
associations handling any agricultural commodity to establish an 
advisory committee to represent such commodity before the Board. 
These commodity committees are to consist of seven members, at 
least two of whom shall be experienced handlers or processes of 
the commodity. Members of advisory committees are to be paid 
twenty dollars per day for time spent upon business of the com­ 
mittee, plus necessary traveling and subsistence expenses. 
The act specifically authorizes the Farm Board to­ 
la) Promote education in the principles of co-operative m ar­ 
keting, 
encourage the organization dud development of ef­ 
fective co-operative associations. 
(c) To make reports as to prices, prospects, supply and'de­ 
mand, etc. 
(d) To investigate conditions of over-production in agricul­ 
ture. 
(e) To make investigations and reports concerning reduction 
in acreage, methods of expanding markets, developing by-prod­ 
ucts, transportation, etc. 
There was provided for the use of the board iii carrying out 
its duties a revolving fund of .$590,000,009. 
The act further specifically authorizes the Board to make 
loans to co-operative associations for the following purposes: 
The effective merchandising of agricultural commodities. 
The construction or acquisition by purchase or lease of physi­ 
cal marketing facilities. 
The formation of clearing house associations. 
Extending membership of a co-operative association through 
educating producers in the advantages of co-operative marketing. 
Enabling the co-operative association to advance to its mem­ 
bers a greater share of the market price of commodities delivered 
to the association than w as'practicable under other credit facili­ 
ties. 
Mr. Rumble feels that not one producer in twenty appre­ 
ciates either the Farm Act or the difficulties involved in carrying 
out the intent of Congress expressed in that act. 
Privileges are 
given by that act which if rightly exercised will improve market­ 
ing. Criticise the Farm Board if you will, but make it construc­ 
tive criticism. To insure success, you must get behind your re­ 
spective co-operative organizations.

Condensed History 


WRITING a condensed history of the United States is more of 
a task than when one is not restricted to just 500 words. Former 
President Calvin ' Coolidge has been commissioned to write the 
short history to be inscribed in letters three feet high on the Mount 
Rushmere Memorial in South Dakota. 
Mr. Coolidge used 29 words to tell of the declaration of in­ 
dependence and 47 for the founding of the federal government, 
leaving 424 words for the remaining historical episodes. 
The Coolidge inscription for the declaration of independence 
reads: 
“In the year of our Lord 1770 the people declared the eternal 
right to seek happiness—-self government and the divine duty to 
defend that right at any sacrifice.” 
Of the framing of the constitution he said: 
“ In 1787 assembled in convention they made a charter of per­ 
petual union of free people of sovereign states establishing a gov­ 
ernment of limited powers—under an independent president— 
congress and court charged to provide the security for all citi­ 
zens in their enjoyment of liberty—equality and pustice.”

Mother and Children Reached Fort by 
Stage From St. Cloud 
in 1871 
Requesting of Judge L. B. Kinder, 
historian of the Crow W ing County 
Historical society, additional inform a­ 
nt* tion on old F o rt Ripley. Mrs. J. E. 
Chappell, daughter of the late C aptain 
J. A. Manley throw s light herself on 
historical d ata concerning the fort. 
In an interesting letter to Judge 
K inder she tells of spending happy I 
childhood days at the garrison.

A copy of the B rainerd Daily Dis­ 
patch of th a t date containing Judge 
K inder’s paper in complete form and 
other inform ation on the histoi-y of 
the fort has been forw aredd to Mrs. 
Chappell. 
Excerpts from her letter follows: 
“Some of the happiest days of my 
childhood and th a t of m y sister were 
passed at the old fort. 
My father, the 
late C aptain J. A. Manley, 20th In ­ 
fantry, U. S. A. was stationed a t Ft. 
Ripley from 1871 to 1877. 
The com ­ 
pany to w hich he a t th a t tim e be­ 
longed as first lieutenant, Co. G, 20th 
infantry and Co. B of the sam e regi­ 
m ent constituted the last garrison the 
U. S. m aintained at the fort. 
The 
three latest com m anding officers were 
Captain, afterw ards M ajor and Colonel 
Mason, Captain W. S. McCaskey, a fte r­ 
w ards Colonel of the 20th and retired 
as B rigadier General and Col. John 
C. Bates, afterw ard s B rigadier Gen­ 
eral, M ajor General and Chief of the 
staff of the U. S. army. 
All the offi­ 
cers w ere of the ran k of captain and 
belonged to the 20th In fa n try w hen 
in com m and of the little post. 
“P robably you know all this and 
more. 
Though I was only six in 1871. 
I rem em ber the old post vividly. 
I 
can still tell the relative position of 
nearly every building it contained and 
nearly all the officers and m any of the 
enlisted men. 
“My m other and her children reach­ 
ed Ripley on the old stage from St. 
Cloud 
which 
form erly 
ran 
to 
the 
agency a t Crow W ing and w e saw the 
very beginnings of B rainerd w here my 
m other recognized an old friend in a 
certain Mr. F erris from western New 
Yorw, one of B rainerds early m ei- 
chargts. 
His daughter, Miss Lillie F e r­ 
ris, Mrs. Lillian Spencer m arried a 
b an k er in your city whose nam e has 
slipped m y memory. 
(Miss Lillie F e r­ 
ris is now Mrs. Lillian Spencer, m oth­ 
er of William A. Spencer and residing 
at 601 Kingwood street.) 
“I have always been eager to know 
m ore definitely the early history of 
the fort when it was founded and by 
w hom and the early vicissitudes in its 
story. 
“The H istorical A rm y R egister says 
it was first know n as F o rt Gaines and 
it was certainly in existence in 1855 
since extra pay was a t th a t tim e a 1 
lowed to privates and non co m m is­ 
sioned officers serving at Ft. Snelling, 
Ridgley and Ripley as well as at a 
num ber of frontier posts in K ansas 
and 
Indian 
territory. 
Indeed 
the 
q u arters we occupied .showed nearly 
as much. 
“There w ere fireplaces in most of 
the principal rooms and a fireplace, 
bricked up, in an adjoining brick oven 
in the kitchen, m aking it evident th a t 
stoves were not in general use when 
they were built. 
“The why of the post is m ore easily 
divined in the proximity of ‘Hole rn 
the D ay’s ’ victories, Chippewa with 
their agency a t Crow Wing. 
This had 
gone before 1871 but with the excep­ 
tion of ‘Moore’s Place’ about the site 
of the present village of F ort Ripley 
and the m ainly deserted village of 
Crow W ing there was but a single 
farm 
house 
between

F ort and

a rope ferry and there was a little 
house for the soldier ferry m an on 
the west side of the stream .
